T IS TRUE in the Northwest we are deprived of some of the 
best Shrubs and Plants, also Trees as well as Hedges for their 
lack of hardness. 

In Eastern and Southern localities the Privets are used most exten- 
sively, especially around Salt Waters where it thrives best; this plant is 
used for a formal Hedge, and is valued for its quick and rapid growth. 

Testing the various sorts and to get something to take the place of 
the Privet, we have found Buckthorn (English) Rhamnus, and Cathar 
ticus perfectly hardy, stands trimming, giving the same formal effect, but 
not as rapid in growth. 

e have enumerated in this list various sorts so that all can be 
pleased, and would recommend where a winter effect is desired Cornus 
Siberica Alba its beautiful crimson bark makes it very desirable and it 
carries this color just as long as it has no foliage. 

We would also especially call attention to Berberry Thunbergi, 
perfectly hardy and with its graceful stems, its red berries in the 
Autumn as well as its beautiful Autumn foliage. makes it one of the 
best, but it should not be planted where a formal Hedge is desired 
as it should not be pruned in the growing season. 


Deciduous Hedges 


Buckthorn (Rhamnus Catharticus.) After thorough 
tests we find this meets every requirement of the Northwest, per- 
fectly hardy, a good grower, stands our severe winters unprotect- 
ed without any signs of damage. The illustration given shows 
a driveway planted on both sides leading into our nurseries at 
Mayfield. This hedge has been planted three years; it is dense 
and compact as the illustration shows; should be planted in 
double rows, plants one foot apart and the rows one foot apart, 
breaking the joints so the plants are not opposite each other. 
We recommend this when a formal effect is wanted along 
highways, or when the grounds will stand a stiff hedge. 


Berberry Thunbersgi. Nothing can take its place as a low 
ornamental hedge for gracefulness or beauty, its habit is low and 
stately; slightly drooping and forms a hedge as broad as it is 
high; it has every good quality—beautiful habit, fine foliage, free- 
flowering qualities,;—but its greatest charm is the great quantities 
of Cimsoa berries which it produces in the summer, and which 
remain on the bushes all winter making it very effective in the 
winter landscape. It is also fine for cutting for house decoration, 
almost equal to the holly. 


Purple Berberry 


Berberry Purple. This shrub is used for various purposes 


being suited for hedging it is often used in this manner, also as a 
decorative, shrub, having a foliage of deep violet or purple; it 
makes a striking contrast with golden or green foliage plants when 
grouped together or is very effective when massed together in a 
clump. Like Thunbergi it produces berries which hang into 
the winter and are effective. It is more stiff and upright in its 
growth, and is valued as a hedge plant or for division or 
boundary. 


Cornus Siberica Alba—Red Twigzged Dogwood, 


A most beautiful Shrub as well as a hedge plant, for winter 
effect its stems and branches are abright crimson. Unlike many 
of the other Dogwoods, it is suited for hedge work, as many of 
them will not stand pruning. 

This variety originated in Siberia and is a special strain there 
being a number of others much like it, but not so hardy or so 
brightly colored, its hardiness and winter coloring makes it very 


attractive for City Hedging, it is also valuable for clumping in 
shrubs. 


Honey Locust. In many sections of the North this is still 


considered the best. It is of vigorous growth, perfectly hardy, 
thrives with ordinary care and on account of its thorny nature is 
well adapted for farm planting. 


English Hawthorne. = celebrated English hedge, which, 


after having been tested in the Northwest, is found to be equally 
as hardy as Buckthorn, and by many preferred. Flowers, single 
white.

A Hedge of Rugosa 


Upright—Lonicera Tartarica. 
One of our hardiest and best known shrubs in the Northwest 
when planted to hedges and kept pruned, make a very attrac- 
tive hedge; its small blossom in the spring makes it quite attrac- 
tive and in many sections is planted in preference to all others. 
It should not be planted in too large sizes, but small so as to make 
it branch close to the ground and become thick at the base. 


Rosa Rugosa. This Japanese Rose forms a sturdy bush 4 to 


5 feet high, covered with large, dark green, glossy foliage, crowned 
with terminal clusters of 10 to 12 flowers, each 3 inches in di- 
ameter. Perfectly hardy. A valuable plant for the hardy bor- 
der or shrubberies, its large, handsome, fruits bemg very orna- 
mental all through the Autumn and Winter months. It also makes 
a splendid hedge, its foliage being impervious to the attacks - of 
insects of all kinds. For an untrimmed hedge there is nothing 
quite so effective, it looks well on borders, curved walks, drives 
or for screens; it has a beautiful foliage, dark green, making it a 
plant to be admired by all, it needs no protection being per- 
fectly hardy, will stand any winter. | 
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Eleagnus Argentea—Russian Olive. A native of 


the plains of the Northwest. Drought, heat or cold do not ef- 
fect it in the least, and it continues to grow very vigorously at 
all times. It has been highly recommended for farm hedges: 
by cutting back each season it forms a very dense, compact 
hedge of most beautiful appearance. The foliage is a_ silvery 
white, the flowers small, yellow and produced in great profusion. 
The fruit, which is produced in large quantities resembles red 
currants, and remains on the plant a long time before dropping. 


Caragana Arborescens (Siberian Pea Tree). A 


hardy variety from Northern Russia, now being extensively 
plantedin Manitoba and the Dakotas. The foliage resembles the 
Locust, the leaflet terminating in a short, sharp point. The bloss- 
oms appearing the last of May are a bright yellow, very showy 
and attractive. It is perfectly hardy everywhere, flourishes in 
the poorest soils and if properly trimmed soon forms an impene- 


trable hedge. 


Ligustrum Ovalifolium (California Privet). 


Nothing in the way of a hedge plant has attained in a short time 
the popularity of the California Privet. It can be kept at any 
desired height by frequent trimming, and grown successfully un- 
der the influence of sea air. Its dark green foliage, and hanging 
well into the winter makes it most an Evergreen, and is very at- 
tractive. 

_ We cannot recommend this in the Northwest, it is not suffici- 
ently hardy, we can recommend it south of Central Iowa but 
north of that something else should be used. We have a variety 
of Privet that has stood two winters at our nurseries which we 
may have something to say about later. 


Japan Quince. The foliage is bright glossy green, retaining 


its color throughout the summer. The flowers, which are born 
in greatest profusion, are brilliant crimson, very showy and attrac- 
tive, and are produced before the leaves in the spring.

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Many are partial to Evergreens for Hedge planting. 


Willow Vitellina 


Siberian Sandthorn. This hardy shrub or hedge plant 


was introduced by Prof. Hansen of the So. Dak. Experimental 
Station and has been tested by him for a number of years and 
has proven entirely hardy. It resembles the Russian Olive some- 
whatin appearance; the foliage being of asilvery coloring, grow- 
ing dense and compact, making it one of the best plants for a 
hedge in the Northwest. 


Willow Vitellina. A Russian variety entirely distinct in its 


habits from the other so-called Russian Willows; its bark is a 
golden yellow and quite bright, its branches very slender and fine, 
growing very compact and making a valuable hedge plant. Its 
propagation is rapid and it can be sold at a less rate than many of 
the hedge plants. Itis desirable for farm yards and can be used 
for shelter screens. Should be trimmed at least twice a year. 


Evergreen Hedges 


They are 
satisfactory in certain locations, but for city planting do not give 
the satisfaction of the deciduous plants; we recommend such 
varieties as Hemlock Spuce, (Tsuga Canadensis), Norway 


Spruce (Picea Excelsa), White Spruce (Picea Alba), Ameni- 
can Arbor Vitae (Thuga Occidentalis).

Tsuga Canadensis (Hemlock Spruce.) Our most 


graceful native Evergreen, retaining its dark pure green color all 
winter, its elegance and vigor to extreme age. Unpruned its 
growth is open, free and drooping; when pruned it becomes 
very dense. Makes a beautiful specimen tree and a good hedge. 


Thuya Occidentalis (American Arbor Vitae). 


The American Arbor Vitae is one of our best known American 
Evergreens. The Thuyas asa family embrace many valuable 
varieties for all purposes. The majority of the Arbor Vitae are 
hardy and adapt themselves very readily to existing conditions. 
This variety Thuya Occidentalis is used to a great extent for 
hedges, being a rapid grower and readily responds to shearing. 
Its color is light green with an abundance of foliage, grows conical 
and compact in shape. 


Picea Excelsa (Norway Spruce). This tree is per- 


haps the most popular member of the spruce family, planters be- 
ing more familiar with its habits. Norway Spruce is a very fast 
grower, and is very hardy, adapting itself to almost any and all 
soils. ‘This tree does very well for specimen planting; it makes a 
good form with branches drooping to the ground. It is consid- 
ered valuable when a screen or dark background is desired. 


Picea Alba (White 
Spruce). 


A very hardy variety, used large- 
lyin ornamental groups. Resembles 
the other members of the Spruce 
family in its habits or growth, A 
fairly rapid grower, foliage a light 
green color.
